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REMARKS 



Applicants have considered the outstanding 
official action. It is respectfully submitted that the 
claims are in condition for allowance as set forth below. 
The matters raised in the outstanding office action will be 
addressed herein in the order of their occurrence in the 
action. 

The Abstract has been amended to conform to U.S. 
patent practice. The form of the Abstract is proper. 

Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite based on (1) "fluid" 
at column 7, line 5, lacking positive antecedent basis, (2) 
at column 7, line 6, the clarity of "a path of another 
fluid"; and (3) the format of the method claim. Claim 7 has 
been amended to clarify these matters. It is submitted that 
claim 7 is definite within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph. Withdrawal of the §112 rejection is 
requested. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 4,249,597 (Engstrom) . 

Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but is stated to be allowable if 
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rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have amended claim 7 to incorporate the 
limitations of claim 8. Accordingly, applicants submit that 
the rejection under §102 is moot and that since claim 8 is 
considered allowable, that claim 7 as amended is now in 
condition for allowance. Formal allowance of claim 7 and 
rejoinder of dependent claims 9-11 are requested.
